MARKA — The trial of deputies 
Laith Shbeilat and Yaconb Oar- 
rash and two other co-ctefendants' 
began at the State Security Court 
on Tuesday with formal charges, 
filed by the prosecution and tech- 
nical objections raised by the 
defence on the conduct of inves- 
tigations and gathering of evi- 
dence. 

The four accused were charged 
with various counts ranging from 
plotting against the regime, trying 
to undermine Jordanian-Iratp re- 
lations, possession of explosives 
and weapons and slandering the 
Monarch and Parliament. 

The trial was adjourned until 
Wednesday when the proseentor- 
‘general is expected to answer to a 
host of technical objections raised 
by defence lawyers to the Way the 
investigations and questioning of 
tiie accused were conducted in 
the bn3d-tq> to the case. 

None erf the defendants en- 
tered a plea pemfing tbe response 
by the prosecutor' Major 
Mohammad Hijazi, to defence 
-assertions. . 

Ibrahim Bakr, who is leading a 
team of 12 lawyers defenffing Mr. 
Shbeilat, argued in a nine-page 
presentation drat: 

— Part of tiie investigations was 
carried out by tbe general intelli- 
gence department and then hand- 
ed over to the prosecutor; 

— The procedure of interroga- 

tions of suspects and witnesses 
and tiie investigations were illeg- 
al; 

— The defendant's constitutional 


rights were violated when tbe 
authorities bugged Ms phone 
since October 1991 without a 
prior court order; . 

— There were contradictions in 
dates- driven by the prosecutor 
specifying the period of investiga- 
tions, surveillance and arrest. 

Sheikh Qarrasfa’s chief lawyer 
Ahmad Aba Axkoub also ob- 
jected to the cfaaiges against his 
client in a four-page memoran- 
dum which he read to the court. 
His objections,' many of which 
echoed tbe points raised by Mir. 
Bakr, abo included the question- 
ing of the crecbbDily of the testi- 
monies made by suspects who 
were released. 

Mr. Abn Arkonb also chal- 
lenged the constitutionality and 
jmisdfction of the State Security 
Court, which is presided over by 
three military officers, saying it 
was an “extraordinary court” 
which was not empowered to tzy 
a case involving charges as cited 
in the chargesheet. 

Mr. Bakr is abo challeng ing 
the legality fo the State Security 
Court in-a separate case filed by 
Mis. Shbeilat at the Higher Court 
of Justice. 

The mam argument in that case 
is -the State Security Court .was, 
created at a time of (fire emergen- 
cy and such conditions do not 
exist now. • 

Lawyers for the third and 
fourth defendant (fid not make 
-any presentation. 

Major Hijazi sought 24 hours 
to prepare his response to the 
defence arguments and the pres- 
iefing judge, Lieutenant-Colonel 
~Yousef Faburi, set the session for 


9 JO Wednesday morning. 

Mr. Shbeilat, 49, an indepen- 
dent member of the Lower House 
of Parliament from the Third 
District of Amman and named 
first defendant, was charged with 
seven counts: 

— Belonging to an illegal orga- 
nisation (Shabab Al Nafeer Al 
Island) which aims at changing 
the Constitution and overthrow- 
ing tbe regime through revolution 
and sabotage and seeking to take 
leadership position; 

— Instigating others ' through 
speech and writings to change the 
constitution and overthrowing 
the regime; 

— Undertaking actions designed 
to undermine Jordan's relations 
with Iraq; 

— explosives without 
licence intended for illegal use; 

— Possessing automatic weapons 
without licence intended for illeg- 
al use; 

— Slandering members of Parlia- 
ment with abusive language; 

— Slandering the digmty of H3s 
Majeriy the fCmg through written 

material 

Sheikh Qarrash 40, also an 
independent deputy from the 
Second District of Amman and 
named second defendant, was 
charged only on the first. five 
counts. 

The third and fourth defen- 
dants, Ahmad Ayyoubi, 45, and 
Abdul Hamid Idkedek, 44 — 
owners of a Jabal Hussein shop 
called “The World of Minors and 
Frames” — were charged on the 
fint three co un ts only.

Iran says talks with UAE to 
resume, but no move on Tunbs 


NICOSIA (R) — Iran repeated 
its resolve to defend its territory 
Tuesday, a day after the collapse 
of talks to defuse a Gulf island 
row with tbe United Arab Emi- 
rates (UAE). 

At the same time Tehran’s 
revolutionary gove rnm ent held 
the door open for further dut- 
logue ou ooe of the three islands 
at the entrance of the Gulf near 
important ofl shipping lanes. 

It said negotiations over Abu- 
Musa bland, at the centre of a 
dispute which has brought old 
Arab-banian tensions to surface, 
would resume in Tehran at an 
unspecified date. 

“We never intend to infring e 
on others’ territory, and we do 
not alk?* enemies and 31-wisfaers 
to covet even a span of our land,” 
Tehran Radio quoted Ahmad 
Khomeini, son of of Iran’s late 
revolutionary leader Ayatollah 
RuhoDah Khomeini, as saying. 

“The armed fences should be 
prepared to defend so that they 
can enter action in case of enemy 
aggression,” he added. 


Ahmad Khomeini has no offi- 
cial position in Iran but his re- 
marks echoed recent pron o unco- 
ments by the Islamic government: ' 

The radio abo said ah banian 
_ cabinet minister delivered a mes- 
sage from President Akbar 
Hashenri Rafe an jam to Sultan 
Qaboos Ben Safd of Oman, an 
-ally of tbe UAE, on Iran’s “un- 
changing position on keeping 
peace and Security in the region, 
peaceful coexistence with its 
neighbours and defending Its 
sovereignty.” 

The comments reflect tbe posi- 
tion Iran has held since the erup- 
tion of the row over Abu Musa, 
whose control Iran shared with 
the UAE sheikhdom of Sharjah 
under a 1971 accord. 

Tehran said It had acted within • 
its rights in imposing restrictions • 
on travel of nob-UAE citizens to 
tbe bland. The UAE said tbe - 
expulsion of scores of foreigners 
had paralysed essential services 
and amounted to annexation of ' 
the bland. 

Iran accused Western powers 


of instigating the row, in which 
Arab countries closed ranks be- 
hind the UAE, in order to create 
discord in the region and justify 
then military presence there. 

The two-day talks in Abn Dha- 
bi ended Monday evening with no 
-result after the Iranian delegation 
rejected a UAE demand to dis- 
cuss two other islands controlled 
by Iran. 

Iran’s official news agency 
IRNA quoted Mostafa Haeri 
Foamani, Iran’s chief negotiator 
at tbe talks, as saying there was 
agreeme n t to discuss a final agen- 
da for the dialogue to resume in 
Tehran. No date was set. 

Mr. Foamani said he rejected 
the UAE’s demand to enlarge the 
agenda to include the Greater 
Ttmb and the Lesser Tnnb. 
“(They) belong to Iran and no 
Iranian would allow himself to 
negotiate with others on the 
sovereignty of his own fond,” be 
said.

MOGADISHU (Agencies) — 
More people are dying now than 
five weeks ago is the southern 
town of Baidoa, epicentre of ^ 
Somalia’s nig h tm a re famine, a* 
top U.S. official said Tuesday. 

“It was 175 on tbe day I went 
there five weeks ago. Yesterday it 
was 250 r— and a significantly 
higher percentage were adults,” 
said Andrew Nataos, U.S. coor- 
(finator for Somalia relief, after ' 
frying from Baidoa to the capital. 
Mogadishu. 

‘The greatest bo& are dying of; 
disease,” 1 he said,' adding that 
banditry had hammered foe work’ 
of relief agencies in the interior 
and slowed foe transport of food 
to an estimated two million 
Somalis on tbe brink of death. 

' Aid workers in Baidoa say 
measles killed hundreds of smaU 
i children earlier tins month in foe 
town of some 80,000 people. 

U.N. vaccination programmes 
have started but ailments such as 
dysentery are still common. 

Last week a deluge erf rain 
heralded the start of tbe short wet 
season and health staff warned 
thousands of bofoes buried in 
recent months could con tamin a te 
water wells and cause cholera. 


Between 250,000 and half a 
million people will (fie by the end 
of the year unless they get food 
and medical help, aid workers 
say. . 

Mr. Natsios led a team of 
officials from seven private U.S. 
relief groups that he wants to. 
increase operations in Somalia. 

“I think there are unserved 
areas (of Somalia) where people' 
are dying aoi people just don’t 
know about than,” he said. 

Relief agencies say their work 
has been limited by poor security, 
in Somalia, which has been ruled 
over by brutal dan warlords and 
their unruly mifitias since rebels, 
ousted dictator Mohammad Sad 
Bane frtmi llw capital 20 mom^ 
ago. .

King, Sharif Zeid reaffirm 
commitment to human rights 

No arrest or detention for beliefs as long as no 
law is violated, premier tells Amnesty chief 


AMMAN (J.T.) — His Majesty 
King Hussein Tuesday expressed 
pride in Jordan’s record in re- 
spect for human rights, democra- 
cy and political phnatism based- 
on dialogue, freedoms with re- 
sponsibilities and popular in- 
volvement and reaf fir med foe 
Kingdom^ total c o mmi tment ' to 
respecting human rights. 

; The Kmg, in a meeting with 
•Ian Martin, secret a ry-general of 
the London-based human rights 
.organisation Amnesty Intenutr 
tkmaL also emphasised that Jor- 
dan serves as an example for 
democracy, the Jordan News 
Agency, Petra, reported. 

Petra quoted Mr. Martin as 
expressing appreciation of Jor- 
dan’s democratisation process, 
“which reflects the country’s 
co mm i tm ent to human rights and 
international conventions as 
embodied in Jordan's National' 
Charter.” 

According to tiie news agency, 
Mr- Martin, who is op a foort visit to . 
Jordan, also voiced deep admira- 
tion for the dimate of freedoms, 
and the emergence of political 


pluralism as evident in tiie forma- 
tion of political parties. in the 
Kingdom and said that tiie demo- 
cratic process in the country was 
of paramount im port an ce to tbe 
RfiKm. 

My. Martin said Amnesty. 
appr eciated foe abolition earlier, 
tins year of martial law in Jordan 
and the Kingdom’s support for 
international humanitarian 
causes. 

Tbe Amnesty secretary-general 
supported the Sag’s call for an 
Ante human rights charter, Petra 
said. 

Prime Minister Sharif Zeid Ben 
Shaker also met with Mr. Martin 
.and called on Amnesty to draw 
international attention to the 
a rbitr a ry practices of the Isaeti 
occupation authorities against the 
Palestinians living in tbe occupied 
territories. 

Sharif Zeid particularly refer- 
red to the plight of Palestinians 
la n g u is h ing in Israeli jails for 
demanding freedom and their 
'kqptimate national rights. 

He also called on Amnesty to 
seek an end to Kuwait’s expulsion 


of Jordanians, Palestinians and 
bedouns (stateless Arabs), Petra 
said. 

Those being expelled from 
Kuwait are deprived of their, 
rights and this practice will only 
prolong the negative consequ- 
ences of the Gulf criris, the^geti; 
'ey quoted die prime minister « 
saying. 

Sharif Zeid and Mr. Martin 
also made a general review of 
relations between Amnesty Inter- 
national and Jordan. 

Mr. Martin expressed Amnes- 
ty’s appreciation of the Jordanian 
government’s democratic prac- 
tices, particularly in tbe context 
of public freedoms which every- 
one enjoys without any discri- 
" urination, Petra reported. 

Such practices, he said, have 
made Jordan a potential haven 
•for political groups oppressed in 
their home countries. 

Petra quoted Sharif Zeid as 
saying that Jordan was following 
a well-planned course in its 
democratisation process which

'AMMAN (J.T.) — His Majesty 
fkrng H ussei n Tuesday received a 
group of Muslim scholars from 
the occupied territories and 
reiterated Jordan’s commitment 
and keen interest in npkeeping 
the holy Islamic shrines in Jeru- 
salem. 

In a separate meeting, tbe King 
also met with Iraqi Vice- 
President Taha Yassin Ramadan, 
who conveyed to him, gre e t in gs 
from Iraqi President Saddam 
Hussein and the Iraqi people and 
congratulations over successful 
surgery he underwent last month 
and his return home last week 
(after recuperation. 

The Muslim scholars, led by 
Sheikh Saadeddin Al Alami, 
mufti of Jerusalem and head of 
the Higher Mamie Council of the 
Holy City, called at the Royal 
Court to congratulate the King on - 
his recovery from Alness and his 
safe return home and wish him 
oontinoed good health. 

The King reiterated Jordan’s 
commitment to provide protec- 
tion and care for Islamic shrines 
in the occupied territories, parti- 
cularly the Dome of the Rock and 
Al Aosa Mosques in occupied 
Jerusalem, Petra said. The holy 
shrines, the King said, represent 
“a great symbol for Muslims and 
for the Mamie faith and herit- 
age.” 

Speaking on behalf of the 
group. Sheikh Aland said he had 
made the trip to Amman despite 
his oM age and ill-health to in- 
form the Kin g that the Al Aqsa 
Mosque was facing danger. 

“No-one among Arab kingp 
and heads of state is more willing 
to offer protection to Al Aqsa 
other than King Hussein,” Petra 
quoted Sheikh Alami as saying. 

Sheikh Mohammad Jamal smd 
the people of the occupied terri- 
tories were joyous over the 
King’s safe return home after 
successful surgery and were 
awaiting liberation from occupa- 
tion, the agency said. 

IBs Royal Highness Crown 
Prince Hassan, Prime Minister 
Sharif Zeid Ben Shaker and 
Royal Court Chief Khaied Karaid 
attended the meeting. 

In his meeting with Mr. Rama- 
4an, the King thanked President 
'Saddam and tbe Iraqi people for

Iraq sends $4b oil sale plan to U.N. 


UNTIED NATIONS (Agencies) 
— Iraq has offered to resume 
talks with U.N. officials on li- 
mited ofl sales and proposed pet- 
roleum exports of $4 bflHon over 
a six-mouth period. 

Baghdad’s U.N. missioo Mon- 
day sent a memorandum to all 15 
Security Council members de- 
signed to counter a U.S.-initiated 
resolution to seize froz en Iraqi 
assets abroad. Tbe memo said 
Iraq was ready to resume talks on 1 
oil sales, broken off last March in 
Vienna, “without pre- 
conditions.” 

But the letter, entitled “Talk-' 
ing Points — Frozen Assets Draft. 
Resolution,” listed proposals for 
the ofl sales and a related agree- 
ment with the United Nations on 
h nwiawin irian mit, which differed. 

'from those envisaged by the 
Security Council. ' 

The United States last week 


proposed a resolution that would 
seize Iraq’s ofl-rdated funds and 
petrolenm products frozen 
abroad to pay for refief aid by 
U.N. agencies seeking to cushion 
the effects of U.N. ec o nomic 
sanctions imposed after Iraq’s in- 
4 vaskm of Kuwait. 

The draft U.S. resolution was 
to gain revenues for humanitarian ■ 
aid and other U.N. costs after 
Iraq refused in March to sell ofl 
under stringent monitoring. 
Security Council resolutions man- 
date $1.6 billion in oil sales over 
sax months with U-N. supervision 
of all contracts and expenditures. 

Instead Iraq maintained in its 
memo the draft resolution on 
assets “was unnecessary” because 
'erf the complex legal problems it 
would create, therefore Baghdad 
proposed: 

—Iraq would export oil and ofl 
products equivalent to the net 


value of $4 billion over six 
months. 

— The proceeds would be de- 
posited in a U.N. account and 
would be used for food, medicine 
and other civilian needs. 

— Tbe imports of humanita- 
rian supplies would be subject to 
stringent monitoring procedures 
set up by tbe Security Council. 

— Iraq would donate five per 
cent of its net proceeds to such 
organisations as the International 
Committee of the Red 'Ooss 
(TCRC) for relief operations in 
Somalia and Bosnia- 
Herzegovina. 

Tbe memo said the Vienna 
talks broke down mainly because 
negotiators insisted all oil be ship- 
ped through Iraq’s' pipeline to 
Turkey instead of its port of Mina 
Al Bakr. 

A second problem for Iraq was 
the role of U.N. agencies who 


were to monitor the food dis- 
tribution. 

An agreement with the United 
Nations on 500 guards and 600 
relief workers expired in June, 
thereby bringing the U.N. huma- 
nitarian programme in Iraq to a 
near standstill. 

The memo said U.N. security 
guards to protect relief workers 
should be reduced from 50Q to 
L50 in northern Iraq where Kurds 
controlled their own territory.

Nine killed in South Lebanon violence 


NABATIYEH, Lebanon (Agen- 
cies) — Resistance fighters 
cfatfiffd with Israeli-allied miKtia- 
men in South Lebanon Tuesday. 
Officials reported nine people kfl- 
led, indudnig an Irish peacekeep- 
er, and 12 wounded, among them 
another Irishman.

Mujahedeen sources said 
already cooling ties between 
Saudi Arabia and Mr. Hekmatyar 
chilled further in the last two or 
three weeks after Saudi Arabia 
switched the main focus of its 
support to Mr. Rabbani's interim 
coalition Islamic government in 
Kabul. 

Talks focused on the Saudi 
policy shift, which has angered 
Mr. Hekmatyar, the sources said.

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Kuwaiti 
women 
demand 
right 
to vote 


President Rabbani Monday 
urged all foreign diplomats to 
return to his country, the Iranian 
news agency said. 

The Islamic Republic Hews 
Agency (IRNA) said President 
Rabbani, who was talking in a 
meeting with foreign ambassa- 
dors in Tehran, said the govern- 
ment in Afghanistan is now pas- 
sing through a transitional period 
and needs time in order to 
guarantee security at home. 

‘ Mr. Rabbani, who is to step 
down in a month when a special 
assembly selects new leaders, ex- 
pressed confidence that the gov- 
ernment would control problems, 
the news agency said. 

It said Mr. Rabbani blamed die 
current difficulties on “thirst for 
power” by some parties, which he 
did not name. 

Mr. Rabbani, in a meeting with 
Iranian Parliament Speaker AH 
Nateq Noun, said relative secur- 
ity has been restored in Kabul, 
but regretted that die recent 
dashes have resulted in massive 
destruction in the Afghan capital, 
IRNA said. 

The dispatch, monitored in 
Cyprus, said he held aid tty fore- 
ign countries responsible for the 
internal dashes in Af ghanistan , 
but did not refer to the name of a 
certain country. 

Mr. Rabbani “noted that the 
people of Afghanistan are strug- 
gling with insufficient facilities, 
food and fuel and called for im- 
mediate international aid,” the 
agency said.

Buffets, bribery and buffoon are talk of Kuwait election

KUWAIT — As fiie Kuwaiti 
parliamentary campaign 
gathers steam at sunset four 
young male voters fan out 
across the dty armed with 
b ee p e rs and mobile phones, 
looking for a candidate to 
fulfill tfaefr dreams. 

On a good night, they’ll 
find one serving shrimp. 

“Now we are concentrating 
on the rich neighbourhoods. 
In those outer districts where, 
the bedouins live its all rice 
and meat, no buffet,” said 
Hazneed Ibrahim, 27. 

The smell of braised lamb 
and delicate pastries wafted 
over the crowd from a tent 
behind the pro-government 
candidate droning on about 
national unity. Ibrahim 
ignored him. 

He came at speed to die 
tent ablaze with sliver tureens 
after he got five quick beeps 
on his pager, a “banquet 
alert” from one of the four 
friends. The crowd expands 


as file candidate winds down. 

Every speech ends with the 
same sentence: “Peace be 
upon you, with file blessings 
and mercy of the Lord.” 
The first syllable starts a 
general stampede for the 


general stampede tor me 
food. 

The price of sheep has sky- 
rocketed from $100 per bead 
to $250, with some candi- 
dates switching to camel meat 
as a cheaper alternative. 
Asian labourers serve the 
meals and stay up all night 
putting op election posters. 

Once these meals consti- 
tuted rite entire campaign. 
But the seven-month Iraqi 
occupation that ended in 
February 1991 changed that 
somewhat. 

“Now 50 per cent go be- 
cause they want to feed their 
brains and 50 per cent be- 
cause they want to see what is 
served on the buffet,” said 
political science Professor 
Abdullah Al ShayegL 

Issue-oriented campaigns 
are all the rage, even if Doone 
comes up with a specific plat- 


form for the electorate of 
•about 81,500 men. • 

The largest constituency is 
7,130 men. A one vote differ- 
ence can bring defeat. 

“Service candidates” once 
proudly ran on the promise of 
getting constituents govern- 
ment jobs and clearing red 
tape.

Government conducts study to 
expand water treatment plant 


AMMAN (J.T.) — The govern- 
ment has said that a feasibility 
study is underway for improving 
and expan efing the waste water 
treatment plant at Khirbet Al 
Samra near Zarqa. The expan- 
sion plan aims to enlarge die 
plant’s capacity in order to enable 
. it to cope with the extra load 
brought about by the sodden 
increase in population. 

Since the outbreak of the Gulf 
crisis is 1990, more than 300,000 
Jordanian and Palestinians lost 
their jobs in Kuwait and other 
Gulf countries and settled in Jor- 
dan, mainly in Amman and Zar- 
qa thus p utting more p ress ure on 
public facilities. 

According to a statement by 
foe Jordan News Agency, Petra, 
foe plant, which serves the 
population of Zarqa, Ruseifa and 
foe Greater Amman area, will be 
expanded and its capacity 
boosted to serve the region until 
foe year 2000. 

.. Officials and engineers are in- 
volved in preparing designs and 
tender documents before 
announcing the commencement 
of the project, said the statement. 

Petra said, the plan entails 


adding a new pipe to cany the 
waste water from Em Ghazal 
district near Amman to the water 
plant in Khirbet Al Samra, and_ 
additional installations at the 
plant itself. It said that the'total 
cost of the expansion scheme was 
estimated at JD SO million. 

The statement said that con- 
tacts were underway with the 
United States Agency for Inter- 
national Development (USAID) 
and the German government to 
obtain finances for the project It 
said initial approval was secured 
from foe two sides. 

According to Ministry of Water 
and Irrigation sources, the coun- 
try has 12 waste water treatment 
plants with a total annual capacity 
estimated at 40 million cubic 
metres of treated water used for 
irrigating trees. 

Earlier this month, the govern- 
ment said only forage and trees 
can be grown around the {riant, 
and ordered the destruction of all 
vegetables which were grown in 
foe area. 

Treated water flowing out of 
the plant finds its way through the 
Zarqa River to the King TaJal 
Dam. 


Jordan to get 
$77.5 million 
grant from EC 

BRUSSELS (Petra) — Jordan 
Tuesday signed four agreements 
with the European Community in 
Brussels under which the country 
will get a grant totalling 59.5 
million European Currency Units 
(ECU) equivalent to $77.5 mil- 
lion. 

The grant is to help Jordan 
finance a number of its develop- 
ment projects and to improve its 
balance of payments. 

Under the first agreement, 50 
minion ECUs will be used to prop 
up foe Jordanian balance of pay- 
ments. Of this sum, 40 million 
ECUs, come from an earlier 
allocation of 300 ECUs ear- 
marked by the EC for helping 
countries m foe Mediterranean 
zone to cany out economic re- 
form programmes. 

The other 10 million ECUs will 
come from allocations earlier ear- 
marked for Jordan under the 
fourth protocol signed by the EC 
and Jordan last June. 

According to a statement 
issued after foe signing ceremony 
foe 50 million ECUs will be used 
for foe purchase of European- 
made products. 

Under the second agreement, 
the EC pledges to offer Jordan’s 
Development and Employment 
Fund (DEF) a sura of four million 
ECUs. The loan will come from 
what is left of allocations ear- 
marked in tiie second and third 
protocols signed between foe EC and 
Jordan. Tim four-million sum will 
be used by foe DEF to ease 
negative consequences resulting 
from the implementation of the 
economic restructuring program- 
me agreed on with the Interna- 
tional Monetary Fund (IMF). 

The DEF normally uses the 
funds to create jobs mid to grant 
soft loans to individuals and in- 
stitutions to start income- 
generating projects. and reduce 
the problem of unemployment in 
the Kingdom. 

Under the third agreement, foe 
EC is granting Jordan two million 
ECUs to come from allocations in 
the third protocol. The two mil- 
lion ECUs will be used in financ- 
ing desertification programmes 
implemented by the University of 
Jordan’s faculty of Agriculture in 
cooperation with the Ministry of 
Agriculture. 

The fourth agreement provides 
for the EC to offer Jordan a grant 
of3.5 milfion ECUs to finance a 
scientific and technological prog- 
ramme undertaken by foe Higher 
Coonril for Science and Technol- 
ogy. The project aims at promot- 
ing research programmes in Jor- 
dan’s universities. 

The agreements were signed by 
Minister of Planning Ziyad Fariz 
and foe EC commissioner.

AMMAN — Jordanian writers 
are still unable to consolidate 
under one umbrella, with a con- 
flict between two groups claiming 
legitimacy to represent them driv- 
ing foe country’s men of letters 
further apart. 

“Our association is foe origin,” 
says Fakhri Kawar. president of 
the Jordanian Writers Associa- 
tion (JWA). “It enjoys interna- 
tional recognition and it is the 
one with the right to stay.” 

The second organisation, the 
Jordanian Writers Union (JWU), 
which was established in early 
1987, also insists that it is the 
legitimate representative of 
Jordanian writers, stressing the 
importance of its role in the 
cultural movement. 

“The real legitimacy of any 
cultural institution is based on foe 
recognition it has in the country 
where it is established;” said 
Hahi.Al Amad JWU president, 
who is also the dean of the 
Department of Literature at foe 
University of Applied Sciences. 

The JWA, founded in 1974, 
was dissolved by a military order 
in 1986 which charged that the 
association served as a “forum for 
political activities.” An official 
statement issued at the time said 
that “while foe purpose behind 
establishing foe association was 
to promote literary and cultural 
movements in Jordan, the asso- 
ciation went beyond its aims, and 
its members used it as a meeting 
place to serve their own in- 


terests.” 

In early 1987, the JWA was 
replaced by the JWU. which 
grouped many Jordanian writers. 
In 1989, the association resumed 
its activities when the decision to 
dose it was repeated. 

“The fact that the concerned 
authorities did not take any mea- 
sures regarding the union’s pre- 
sence, then they allowed the asso- 
ciation to reopen created the 
current dispute,” said Bader 
Abdul Haq, a writer and a JWA 
member. 

Twenty-three members out of 
55 who joined foe union when it 
was established returned to foe 
association later while 30 others 
stayed as JWU members. One 
member passed away and another 
one resigned. At present, the 
assodation groups 327 members 
and the union 160. Several 
attempts Tb merge the two have 
not been fruitful. 

“There is nothing that stands in 
the way of working out a solution 
that would lead to cooperation 
and mutual understanding bo-’ 
tween foe two parts,” said Mr. 
Ka’war a deputy at the Lower 
House of Parliament. “However, 
we are ready to negotiate on one 
basis that is the association’s legi- 
timacy,” he said. 

“We are looking forward to 
any prospect of unity,” re- 
sponded Dr. Al Amad. who at 
the time foe union was estab- 
lished was Ministry of Culture's 
under-secretary. “However, he 
said, a neutral committee that 
would be able to combine the two 
associa ti ons in one has to be set 
up." 


The conflict between the two 
groups recently assumed new 
proportions over differences to 
host a conference for Arab wri- 
ters. The JWU insists that current 
circumstances in the Arab World 
do not permit the participation of 
all invited delegations in the 
gathering, arguing that convening 
the conference at this time will 
consolidate the split in the cultu- 
ral movement in Jordan. 

“We have already demanded 
postponement since a fall success 
of the conference cannot be 
accomplished without reaching 
out a kind of unity,” insisted Dr. 
Al Amad. 

On the other hand. JWA does 
not see any reason for postpone- 
ment. “Invitations have already 
been sent and contacts with all 
delegations are underway,” said 
Mr. Ka’war. “We also regard foe 
kind of pretexts given by the 
union for postponing the confer- 
ence as one way of creating obsta- 
cles.” he said. 

Until now, only two delega- 
tions oot of 14 — that of Yemen 
and the United Arab Emirates — 
have accepted to participate 
along with five other individual 
Arab writers out of 40. Prepara- 
tions for foe conference, in which 
12 academic institutions will take 
part, have already been com- 
pleted. 

“A conference which 12 
academic institutions are organis- 
ing cannot be held in a tense 
atmosphere,” said Dr. Al Amad. 
“I sincerely hope that new efforts 
will be made in this direction to 
make tiie conference a success.”

THE VIRTUAL collapse of negotiations Monday 
between Iran and the United Arab Emirates Gver 
the future of the island of Abu Musa and the two 
Tunb islands illegally seized by the former Shah of 
Iran in 15171 is an occasion for the reassessment of 
Arab-Iranian relations. It is also an opportunity 
for the demonstration of greater and 'more 
meaningful Arab solidarity with the Emirates 
over escalating feud with the Ir anian regime. It is 
not only the responsibility of the Arab Golf states 
tq stand by the UAE in its open conflict with 
Tehran but also the duty of the entire Arab 
League to come to the rescue of one member state 
in this major test of will between the Arab World 
and the over ambitious leaders of Iran.

Ihe Ir anian 
regime must have sensed that there is an Arab 
vacuum in the region and proceeded to apply its 
seemingly expansionist policy first against the 
three Arab islands and maybe even to more 
important Arab territories afterwards. Against 
this backdrop, the three tiny but strategic islands 
can serve as only appetisers for the Iranian 
leadership. Unless this hist is checked now and 
checked effectively, there could be no entf to 
Iranian ambitions against Arab rights and terri- 
tories. O'V

session in New York is not the kind of Arab 
response that the Arab Nation should be counting 
mi. Much more forceful and meaningful Arab 
reaction is called for in conjunction with the 
lodging of complaints to the U.N. against the 
Iranian de facto an n exation of the three islands.

AL RAT Arabic daily Tuesday tackled the question of Iranian 
occupation of Arab islands in the Gulf, warning Tehran against 
pursuing this game with the Arabs. Tehran is under an illusion, 
believing that the United Arab Emirates will be left alone in its 
confrontation with the Iranians who are now occupying part of 
Arab lands, said the daily. Regardless of the current divisions 
among the Arab countries and despite the superficial differences 
in views, die Arabs are determined to stand together in the face of 
external threat, said the daily. The paper said that the Western 
powers' silence over Iran's occupation of Arab land was inter* 
preted by observers as a reward for Tehran for supporting the 
aggression on Iraq last year, while other observers say that the 
United States has blessed this Iranian move to pave the ground 
for a new arms race between Iran and the Arab states which will 
sooner or later swallow up what has been left of Arab funds in 
Western banks. According to these observers, the Western 
countries' attitude was also motivated by the idea that Tehran 
could be kept under Western control zf it is allowed to grab new ‘ 
land and if it continues to abide by the so-called new world order 
and its devilish system, the paper continued. The paper warned 
Tehran that the Western moves, which are now directed against 
Arab interests, could be diverted against Muslims and the Islamic 
.World once the West has completed its mission with the Arabs. It 
is hoped, said the paper, that Iran would wake np to the Utter 
facts and stop helping the West carry out its conspiracies against 
Iraq and the other Arab states. 


A COLUMNIST in Sawt A1 Shaab daily dwelt on the Arab-Israeli 
peace talks and said that the negotiations, which have so far 
ended in deadlock, are not expected to bear fruit in next month's 
seventh round. Salameh Ekour referred to Palestinian leaders’ 
recent remarks that nothing can be expected from the tallre with 
Israel and that there is no point of following up a vicious aide. 
He said that as long as the Palestinians realise this fad, and since 
no positive step has been achieved so far, the Arab parties should 
reconsider their position and delay the coming talks for some 
time. It is common knowledge now that only Israel and President 
Bush are gaining something from the ongoing futile negotiations 
and there are calls from inside the occupied Arab lands for halting 
the. process, said the writer.

The talk of the dollar 


THE IMPROVEMENT in the exchange rate of the American 
dollar over the last 10 days has wiped out all the interest 
differentials between the American cnnency on the one band and 
the major currencies on the other. Jordanian and other Arab 
investors, who switched funds out of the dollar into these 
currencies during the last few months, now have a very good 
reason to agonise. 


Jordanian individuals now bold around $2 billion worth abroad. 
Most often, they convert the money from one currency to another 
in a more or les$ haphazard way. We cannot provide diem here 
with advice as to how they should invest their migrant savings. 
Most of diem will not bred advice anyway. But it is worth 
reminding them that every currency has a drde which might be 
shoTt or long. If they choose to invest their foreign currency 


The exchange rates of the major curendes have been floating 
for a long time. The international currency markets, i.e. the 
Euromarkets, in which these currencies are traded, are highly 
competitive. To be able to invest in these markets under these 
conditions and without exposing themselves to a dangerous or 
even fatal degree of risk, institutional Arab investor must be in 
co mman d of accurate information which can be provided only by 
sophisticated research and follow-up units which are not common 
place. 

Some Arab and Jordanian individuals have no access even to 
the services and advice of specialised Arab institutional investors, 
partly because investing funds abroad is illegal- The result is that 
they stand the good possibility of incurring painful losses. At a ■ 
certain point in time, some Jordanians who took the international 
markets not as seriously as they should, went as far as speculating 
in the New York Stock Exchange. Joyed and overencouraged by 
initial modest profits, they got more involved to be swept later by 
destructive losses from which they have not recuperated. 

One is rightly fearful of repeating this tragic experience in the 
international currency markets, whether now or in the future, 
particularly after the devaluation of the Jordan dinar in 1988 and 
due to it. 


savings in a certain currency, they must be able to afford to wait 
until that currency climbs to a height when selling will not involve 
a loss.

The turbulence in the international currency markets during the 
last two weeks must convince investors that the exchange rate 
(and thereby capital gains and losses) matters more than the 
interest rate in the longer run. However, investors who are keenly 
interested in earning an income from their foreign currency 
de p qsits to pay for their current expenses on a regular basis 
without runni ng an exchange risk should, in oar opinion, buy 
special drawing rights (SDRs). 


In short, these SDRs form some sort of an international 
currency for all practical purposes. They represent, in different 
weights, the U.S. dollar, die Mark, Yen, Found Sterling and the 
French franc.

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM —

WASHINGTON — Trollope’s 
political novels have been called 
ideal reading for a lazy weekend 
because if a breeze blows over a 
few pages while yon nap, never 
mind, plunge back in. The narra- 
tive moves at such a measured 
pace nothing much will have 
been missed. This presidential 
ramp aign may dow be like that. 
Its themes are dear. A Democrat 
more liberal than be wants to 
seem, and a Republican less con- 
servative than he wants to seem, 
are leading parties whose differ- 
ences have narrowed, and whore 
ranges of politically possible poli- 
cies are narrow. 

Liberalism developed when 
liberty was threatened by foe 
forces of order — state or church. 
Today people feel more 
threatened by disorder. Modem 
American liberalism developed 
to redress a perceived imbalance 
between anemic government and 
the surging power of entities and 
forces m industrial society. Now 
that (since October) government 
jobs outnumber manufacturing 
jobs in file United States, an 
insufficiency of government is not 
seen 'as foe problem. 

The Democratic Party’s change 
of mind — its movement towards 
the centre — reflects recognition 
that it cannot win foe presidency 
by changing the composition of 


the electorate. That is, it cannot 
win by mobilising non-voters 
among the poor and minorities. 
The political scientist Roy Teix- 
eira of the Brookings Institution 
calculates that if turnouts by 
blacks, Hfeparrics and poor whites 
had each been 20 percent higher 
in every state George Bush won 
in 1988, Michael' Dukakis still 
would have lost by 102 electoral 
votes. 

Over the last 30 years Amer- 
ica’s political centre has shifted, 
to foe disadvantage of Demo- 
crats. Watergate and Vietnam 
caused an erosion of confidence 
in government. The internationa- 
lisation of economic life has 
weakened foe power of govern- 
ments. The mobility of money, 
and businesses inhib it* govexn- 
* ments because wealth can flee, 
currencies threatened by inflation 
or Jurisdictions where growth is. 
slow er government is meddle- 
some. 

So parties whose promises de- 
pend on strong government are 
decreasingly plausible. Furth- 
ermore, long recessions and slow 
growth increase individual anxie- 
ty and decrease social solidarity, 
thereby weakening society’s sup- 
port for collective actions. 

But aspects of both economic 


vieor and its absence can hdp 
Democrats. The boom of the. 
1980s was unsettling to many 
people. While foe U-S- economy, 
added 19 million net new jobs. 
Fortune 500 corporations shrank 
by 4 million jobs. Rapid change 
generates stress, and thus gener- 
ates supporters for a liberal party, 
that equates any social distress, 
with “victimisation" and a failure.

European countries queue to join EC despite row

L-ONDON — The people of 
western Europe may be having 
second thoughts about tbe Euro- 
pean Community’s drive for un- 
ion, but for those countries seek- 
ing membenhip of the EC, the 
question is kill: “How soon can 
we join?” 

The September 20 referendum 
in France on the ECs Maastricht 
treaty was . doscly watched by 
those on the doorstep — Euro- 
pean neutrals and the new demo- 
cracies of the former eastern 
bloc. 

Like EC governments, these 
countries reacted to the outcome 
with a mixture of relief that the 
“yes” camp b»d won and coiicetn 
that the margin of victory was so 
narrow — just 51 per cent. 

The aspirant countries have by 
no means been deterred from 
their applications by fee political 
f uro re and currency chaos that 
surrounded tbe French vote. 

a 

Their main worry has been that 
the row over the Maastricht Trea- 
ty, which calls for a single Euro- 
pean currency and common fore- 
ign and security policy, might 
delay the start of negotiations on 
their membership. 

This fear seems to have over- 
ridden any idea that a slower pace 
of EC Integration could be in 
their interests by making tbe 
community easier to adapt to. 


Tbe first wave of 
consists of traditionally : 
ket countries of fee E urope an 
Free Trade Association (EFTA) 
— Austria, Sweden, Finland and 
Switzerland. Norway expects to* 
apply later this year. 

These countries are hoping for 
negotiations to open at the begin- 
ning of next year, wife mem- 
bership craning in 1995 or 1996. 

Behind them come the more 
advanced East European coun- 
tries — Hungary, Poland and 
Czechoslovakia — .which already- 
have association agreements wife 
the community and aim to join by 
about the end of the decade. 

Malta, Cyprus and Turkey 
have applied, but the com- 
munity is in no burry to admit 
them. 

The whole question of new 
members, which has taken on 
added controversy because of tbe 
Maastricht crisis, win be debated 
by EC foreign ministers meeting 
in Luxembourg on October 5. 

While the rich EFTA countries 
see European integration as an 
inevitable process from which 
they can no longer afford to stand 
aloof, the East Europeans see tbe 
EC as a desperately-needed eco- 
nomic lifeline and guarantee 
against political instability. 

EC Commission President Jao- 
Delon has told Sweden and 
forway negotiations on new 
members can start early next year 
if all existing members e x cept 
Denmark, whose people rejected 


Maastricht in a referendum last 
June, have ratified the treaty. 

This turns the spotlight on Bri- 
tain, which has said it wiD not 
bring the treaty back to parlia- 
ment for -ratification until the 
Danish impasse has been re- 
solved. 

Many in Britain believe it is 
more important to “broaden” the 
community by bringing in new 
members than to “deepen” it 
through closer integration. 

“We have made a mistake in 
identifying the way ahead with 
Maastricht . . There are plenty of 

other things that need to be done 


(such as) enlargement of the com- 
munity...” says Sir Julian Bul- 
lard, a former British ambassador 
to Bonn. 

But not ail the appl icants see it 
that way . Some EFTA countries 
think they are economically 
strong enough to join a first 
division of EC countries pressing 
ahead with onion while the weak- 
er ones lag behind. 


Austrian National Bank 
General Director Adolf Waia 
says his country could join a 
“mini" monetary union compris- 
ing fee hard core of European 
currencies. “I believe that to be* 
practicable and we would join,” 
he said last week. 

And Nils Lundnen, chief eco- 
nomist of fee Swedish bank 
Nordbanken, .says that despite 
the buffeting bis country’s finan- 
cial system received in the Maas- 
tricht turmoil, “we belong to fee 
A-team." 

Even post-communist Hungary 
believed that its economy will be 
stimulated by the need to meet 
the higher integration standards 
resulting from a continued drive 
for unity. 

While in tbe abort term Hunga- 
rian competitiveness might suf- 
fer, says Gy orgy Farkas, deputy 
general secretary of fee Hunga- 
rian Chamber of Commerce,'' in 
the long run, integration in the 
EC is advantageous for Hun- 


gary.” 

Hungary and Poland called last 
week, however, for the EC to 
make dear its minimum condi- 
tions for applicants w meet. 

Some East European officials 
are worried by fee acrimonious 
French referendum and fee im- 
plication that fee EC may not be 
fee bedrock of stability and 
prosperity they always thought it 
was. 

Czech Prime Minister Vaclav 
Klaus said there was “an evident 
division of fee Europeans on this 
question” and the architects of 
European unity might have to 
“go back to the drawing board." 

Others, both in East and West, 
have pointed to the risks of the 
community becoming too isolated 
and bureaucratic. 

The Swiss Employers Associa- 
tion said fee narrowness of the 
French “yes'* was a warning to 
tbe European Commission nor to 
make its decision-making too 
centralised.

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All-Star weekend 
plans under way 

SALT LAKE CITY (AP) —The NBA’s All-Star block party next 
February may look something like a blockout party to local 
residents wishing to attend the league's mid-season showcase. 

Despite parties, pagentry and plans to entertain, most people in 
Salt Lake will only be able to watch the game — held at the Delta 
Centre — on television. 

NBA officials have made frequent trips to Salt Lake in recent 
months, scouting locations for parties, finding rooms and trans- 
portation for guests and even installing an intricate telephone 
system in local hotels to provide information on the game. 

Just about all of it, though, is geared to the league's honoured 


Utah Jazz officials emphasise the event, held Feb. 39-21, is the 
NBA’s, and they're somewhat out of the loop. 

“We’re not even certain of the preparations they’re doing,” 
said Dave Allred, the Jazz’s vice president of public relations. 

Team, officials don't want to take the beat for the fact only 
about 100,000 Jazz season-ticket holders will get into the delta 
centre for the game — and they’ll pay $75 for privilege of sitting 
far from courtside. 

The league will use the new arena's other 10,000 seats for its 
sponsors and other guests. 

Presumably, the rest of the season-ticket holders will get to 
attend the slam-dunk contest, old-timers game and three-point 
shooting contests Saturday. Those tickets go for a mere S25. 

“All season-ticket holders will be given the option of seeing one 
event or the other,” Allred said. Jazz officials hope enough 
people choose the Saturday events that the team won’t have to 
decide who can’t come to the premiere event Sunday. But Allred 
admits that isn’t likely. 

“There will come a point where people who want to go to the 
Sunday game will be bumped to Saturday," he said. 

NBA officials said they endure criticism every year from local 
faia shut out of the game. But this time, they’re trying to take 
some of the sting away from local fans shut out of the main event. 

Ski Austin, the NBA’s special events director, said the Salt 
late game will be the first to include a weekend-long “jam. 
session” at the Salt Palace. 

The session, geared for local fans, will indude clinics by 
players, three-on-three tournaments, dribbling contests, memor- 
abilia displays, sports card trading shows and large video screens 
to watch the events at the Delta Centre, (he stow will cover 
180,000 square fleet of the Salt Palace convention centre, a block 
away from the Delta Centre arena.

Maradona returns to the field 

following 18 -month suspension 


SEVILLE (AP) — One assist, 
albeit a key one, certainly doesn't 
make a comeback. At least not 
for Diego Maradona, 

The brilliant soccer star re- 
turned Monday after an 18- 
month suspension and assisted on 
ffie winning goal in Seville’s 3-1 
victory over Bayern Munich. 

“It's a dream for me. More 
than anything else I owe it to the 
people that believed in me ... like 
the people in Seville,” Maradona 
said as be held back tears. “But 
this is just a beginning. It was a 
very beautiful beginning, but we 
have to press on.” 

Maradona, who played all 90 
minutes of the exhibition match, 
showed some of the moves that 
made him the world's top player 
before be was suspended for drug 
use. 

With the game tied at 1 in the 
second half, Maradona dished off 
a quack, short pass from the left 
of Bayern Munich goalie 
Raimond Aumann that Croat 
teammate Davor Suker easily 
chipped in from 6 yards out in the 
67th minute. 

Seville coach Carlos BDardo, a 
friend of the Argentine striker 
and probably the main reason be 
chose Sevilla, said he was not' 
surprised Maradona played the 
entire game despite just a few 
days of practice and a long abs- 
ence from co mp et i t i ve soccer. 

“He always plays 90 minutes all 
out. He’s not one to come off the 


field so be can hear the ap- 
plause,” said Bilardo,' .'Who 
coached Maradona as a member 
of the Argentine national team. 
*Tm happy because this marts 
the return of No. 1 to soccer.” 

Maradona had his first scoring 
chance in the 18th minute wbep 
Aumann M to leap high to his 
left to stop a left-footed blast 
from 20 yards. A minute later, 
tire 31-year-old striker rifled 
another left-footed shot off the 
crossbar. 

Maradona also brought the 
crowd to its feet with several deft 
passes. In the 33rd minute he 
showed a soft touch on a pass 
from near midfield that teammate 
Ignacio Conte Crespo picked up 
and then fired just wide of the 
goal. 

Playing before just 25,000 fans 
in 70,000-seat Sanchez Pizjuan 
Stadium, Maradona was cheered 
enthusiastically each time be 
touched the ball. In return, be 
smiled broadly to the crowd to 
show his appreciation — and his 
smile grew wider as he seemed to 
gain confidence throughout the 
match. 

The crowd was probably held 
down because the game was tele- 
vised locally and because season- 
ticket holders had to pay to 
attend the match. 

The Spanish First-Division dub 
bought the Argentine's tr an sfer 
from Napoli last week for $75 
million after Maradona refused to 


return to Napoli to complete the 
final year of his contract.

Germans praise Maradona 

Diego Maradona received 
warm praise from German wri- 
ters Tuesday for his comeback 
performance after missing 18 
months of soccer. 

“Maradona’s return like a fairy 
tale,” said a headline in the mass- 
circulation BQd newspaper. 

The Argentine captain, who 
was suspended for 15 months for 
cocaine use and spent three 
months arguing with his former 
dub Napoli over a transfer, made 
his comeback Monday evening 
for bis new, Spanish dub Seville, 
which beat Bayern Munich of 
Germany 3-1.

But government salaries, which 
swallow the biggest slice of 
spending, would almost certainty 
remain untouched. Most working 
Kuwaitis are employed by the 
public sector. 

“The average wage (of a 
Kuwaiti) is over $2,000 a month,” 
Mr. Saadoon told Renters. “That 
is very high if you Enk it to the 
productivity of foe employees.” 

Privatisation would switch part 
of foe state labour force to the 
private sector, economists say. 
But the only concrete proposal so 
far is for the sale of 77 petrol 
stations.

U.S. budget deficit 
keeps growing 


WASHINGTON (R) — The 
shortfall between foe U.S. gov- 
ernment’s spemfing and its in- 
come expanded by $24.7 billion 
in August as the total moved 
steadily to record heights, foe 
Treasury Department has said. 

So far in the first 11 months of 
fiscal 1992, ending Sept 30, the 
deficit has swollen to $295.6 bil- 
lion from $262.6 btiboci in the 
co mp arable 11 months of 1991. 

The figure has already super- 
seded the previous record red-ink 
total of $269.5 bfltion set in fiscal 
1991. 

The deficit has not been fea- 
tured as a major economic prob- 
lem to be dealt with by either a 
campaigning president George 
Bush or Democratic challenger 
Bill Ctinton.

Iran says OPEC

CAIRO (R) — OPEC oil

“The situation is like a catas- 
trophe,” the London-based Al 
H&vat newspaper quoted 
Mohammad Hussein Adeli as 
saying.

Iran has promoted foe idea but 
key producer Saudi Arabia has 
opposed it, saying a basket of 
currencies would create greater 


bureaucracy. 

“(The crisis) means we arc now 
offering oil free of charge ... it is 
not only touching foe industrial 
countries but most of the de- 
veloping countries too,” Mr. 
Adeli told Al Hayat during last 
week's conference of foe Interna- 
tional Monetary Fund and World 
Bank in Washington. 

“If the crisis continues, it will 
be natural for ofl producing coun- 
tries to conclude that they should 
study foe issue of pricing oil in 
dollars and think of some alterna- 
tives,” be added. 

Mr. Adeli said developing 
countries were now the engines of 
world economic growth. 

“While foe advanced countries 
are in economic stagnation and 
now suffer from a currency crisis, 
the developing countries are 
growing constantly,” he said.

LAGOS (R) — Nigeria’s military 
government has defended its free 
market reforms and blamed prob- 
lems in sub-Saharan Africa’s big- 
gest economy on a tendency to 
bend the rules. 

Vice-President Augustus 
Aikbomu told a conference in the 
*new capital Abuja that some dif- 
ficulties still facing foe economy 
after six years of the reforms were 
due to “the so-called Nigerian 
factor.” 

Mr. Aikbomu, a retired admir- 
al, defined this as “the ingenuity 
of our people to frustrate the 
implementation of government 
policies and programmes for self- 
ish interests.” 

Government officials have con- 
sistently criticised banks, traders 
and producers of engaging in 
corrupt business practices and 
seeking ways to circumvent offi- 
cial economic guidelines. 

Mr. Aikbomu said other fac- 
tors hampering foe structural 
adjustment programme (SAP) in- 


cluded a crippling foreign debt, 
burden and continued dependen- 
cy on oil exports. 

SAP aims to mend an economy 
battered by years of low produc- - 
tivity, mis- management and low- 
er oil export earnings.' 

The economy showed signs of 
recovery during SAP’s early years 
with annual gross domestic pro- 
duct (GDP) growth reaching 8.1 
per cent m 1990 after a 2.1 per 
cent decline in 1986. But growth 
fell to 4.3 per cent last year. 

It is not yet clear whether the 
new civilian government, due to 
be inaugurated on Jan. 2, will 
maintain the International 
Monetray Fund-backed austerity 
programme, criticised by local 
trade unions for widening the gap 
between the poor and rich. 

Many of the 23 candidates con- 
testing presidential primaries 
have said they would modify SAP 
if elected on Dec. 5 as Nigeria's 
first civilian leader in a decade.

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Russia 
sends 
troops to 
war-torn 
Tajikistan 

MOSCOW (R) — Russia sent 
troop reinforcements to war-torn 
Tajikistan Tuesday to help de- 
fend servicemen in tbe Central 
Asian republic against attacks by 
feuding groups. 

Local officials said hundreds erf 
people were killed or wounded in 
Tajikistan in weekend clashes be- 
tween supporters and opponents 
of ousted President Rakhmon 
Nabiyev. * 

Armed groups have seized 
weapons from troops serving in 
Commonwealth units now under 
Russian control and taken ser- 
vicemen hostage. 

“A limited military contingent 
of Russian troops is on its way to 
Tajikistan to secure tbe safety of 
tbe military personnel, barracks 
and members of the servicemen’s 
families,” a Russian Defence 
Ministry spokesman said. 

"This contingent will soon ar- 
rive at its destination,” said the 
spokesman, who asked not to be 
.named. 

- An army spokesman Monday 
said Russian forces were effec- 
tively blocked by rival groups in 
the southern Kurgan-Tyube re- 
gion. 

Russian Defence Ministry 
press chief Nikolai Medvedev 
said four officers taken hostage 
Sunday by Mr. Nabiyev suppor- 
ters had been released. 

- -Russian troops earlier freed 31 
servicemen seized by feuding 
armed groups. 

. “The situation in Tajikistan re- 
mains tense. There is still shoot- 
ing going on in the Kurgan-Tyube 
■region,” Mr. Medvedev said in a 
telephone interview. 

Kurgau-Tyube, sdine 80 
kilometres south of Dushanbe, is 
the focus of bloody fighting be- 
tween local opponents of Mr. 
Nabiyev and his supporters from 
tiie neighbouring Kulyab region. 

The mayor of Kurgan-Tyube 
Monday said Nabiyev supporters 
had attacked the town with tanks 
and artillepr fire over the 
weekend, kilting or wounding 
hundreds. 

Tajik Radio Monday -said 
acting Tajik President Akbarsho 
Iskandarov had sent a protest 
note to Russian President Boris 
Yeltsin about the alleged use of 
Russian tanks by pro-Nabiyev 
forces. 

Many hundreds have died both 
before and after Mr. Nabiyev was 
forced to resign at gunpoint ear- 
tier tins month. 

A third Defence Ministry 
spokesman said Tajik troops 
were starting to desert from Com- 
monwealth units in the republic. 

"There are many cases of Ta- 
jiks deserting Grom military units 
belonging to former Soviet troops 
stationed in Tajikistan, and not 
only in Dushanbe,” be said. 

An airport official, speaking by 
telephone from the northern Ta- 
jik town of Khadzhen, denied a 
Radio Russia report that Mr. 
Nabiyev was in hospital after 
being badly beaten np while 
trying to fly to Kulyab. 

In Azerbaijan, ITAR-TASS 
News Agency said President 
Abulfaz Elchibey had called fora 
summit of Russia, Azerbaijan, 
Armenia, Kazakhstan, Ukraine 
and Belarus to discuss the conflict 
with Armenia over Nagorno- 
Karabakh. 

More than 3,000 people have 
died in four-and-a-half years of 
fighting over the disputed en- 
clave, located in Azerbaijan but 
mainly populated by Armenians. 

The news agency said Mr. 
Elchibey issued a statement on 
Monday night saying Baku wel- 
comed all peacemaking missions 
aimed at resolving the conflict. 

The latest in a long line of 
ceasefires in the region, which 
came into effect Friday, ooDapsed 
within hours. 

'• Russian Defence Minister 
Pavel Grachev said last week that 
Commonwealth or United Na- 
tions peacekeeping forces would 
have to be sent into the region if 
the ceasefire foiled. 

: Bnt Interior Minister Iskander 
Hanridov told Azeri television

. “Russia never had peacekeep- 
ing forces. Its army has been used 
only for annexation of foreign 
territories,” the local Turan News 
Agency quoted him as saying. 

Meanwhile, two Russian sol- 
diers were killed and a third was 
seriously wounded in a gun battle 
with local security twees just 
outside the Georgian capital Tbil- 
isi, the republic's Interior Minis- 
try said Monday. 

The shootout, which took place 
Sunday night, began when a Rus- 
sian army truck foiled to stop at » . 
Georgian checkpoint, the minis- 
try said. 

ITAR-TASS said local police 
and militia forces opened fire 
with automatic weapons and the 
Russian soldiers fixed back. 


U.S. to resume Sarajevo 
airlift in 24 hours 


GENEVA (R) — The United 
States will restart the suspended 
relief airlift to the besieged Bos- 
nian capita] of Sarajevo within 
the next 24 hours, authoritive 
diplomatic sources said Tuesday. 

Tbe sources were speaking af- 
ter Bosnia's President Afija Ltet- 
begovic said he had been told of 
the 'planned U.S. move by inter- 
national mediator Cyrus Vance. 

There was uo immediate offi- 
cial confirmation from Mr. 
Vance, United Nations co-chair- 
man of the month-old peace con- 
ference on former Yugoslavia 
and a one-time U.S. secretary of 
state. 

But tbe sources said he and his 
European Co mimmity colleague, Lord 

Owen, tad been arguing strongly with 
all 19 governments involved in 
the original airlift — who in- 
cluded Germany, France and Bri- 
tain — that they should start it up 
again. 

The airlift, bringing essential 
food and medical supplies, was 
suspended on Sept. 3 after an 
Italian transport was shot down 
by a missile. U.ty- relief officials 
said Tuesday a resumption might 
already be too late to save many 
lives. 

“I know Vance and Owen have' 
been raising heaven and earth to 
get it going again,” said one 
diplomat. “If one country starts it 
up, it seems most likely that the 
others will follow.” 

Meanwhile, artillery and mor- 
tar shells fell on central Sarajevo 
Tuesday, hitting the mam square 
near tbe Roman Catholic cathed- 
ral and killing a number of civi- 
lians, witnesses said. 

Shortly afterwards more shells 
hit nearby Marshal Tito Street, 
Sarajevo's main thoroughfare, 
sending residents fleeing for 
shelter. 

Tbe mortuary at the city’s main 
Kosevo Hospital said 11 dead had 
been brought in, but a spokesman 
said some of them might have 
been victims of other incidents. 

Doctors said they were treating 
25 wounded, 15 of them in a 
serious condition. 

After the attack, pools of blood 
lay in the square and the main 


street, which were littered with 
glass and rubble. Craters showed 
where tiie shells had landed. 

Tbe U.N. High Commissioner 
for Refugees said Tuesday that 

400,000 people could (tie from 
cold and hunger tins winter in 
former Yugoslavia because die 
international response had been 
too stow. 

"It really is too late,” said 
UNHCR spokeswoman Sylvana 
Foa, recalling previous warnings 
that time was running out before 
an expected severe winter sets in. 
But she added that the best possi- 
ble .response, inducting resump- 
tion of the relief airlift into 
Sarajevo, could help. 

Meanwhile, Bosma-Heczegovi- 
na’s President Alija Izetbegovic 
said he agreed with Mr. Vance 
and Lord Owen to start talks on 
demilitarisation, of Sarajevo as a 
first step toward a ceasefire in the 
former Yugoslav republic. 

Mr. Izetbegovic, who spoke to 
reporters after meeting with 
mediators, said Gen. Philippe 
MoriUon, U.N. commander in tbe 
Sarajevo sector, was speaking 
Thesday about the demilitarisa- 
tion idea to the commander of 
forces of Serb leader Radovan 
Karadzkv 

"I believe that the political 
agreement on that already ex- 
ists,” he said and added that it 
would take only the agreement of 
the Bosnian government side ami 
Mr. Karadzic’s side to effect the 
demilitarisation. 

He said the plan for Sarajevo 
would include a corridor to the 
north and another to the south 
allowing access to and from the 
city. If the demilitarisation -of the 
Bosnian capital works, then tbe 
process would spread to “other 
hot spots” in the republic, Mr. 
Izetbegovic said. 

Starting with the Izetbegovic 
meeting, Mr. Vance and Lord 
Owen were moving the Geneva 
peace talks on former Yugoslavia 
into a new round with key lead- 
ers. On Wednesday they and the 
mediators are to meet with Presi- 
dent Dobrica Cosic of the Serb- 
dominated remnant of Yngosla-

Russia to drop exit visas

MOSCOW (AP) — The Russian government will drop one of the 
last obstacles to foreign travel, the exit visa, on Jan. 1, and up to 
20 millio n Russians are then expected to apply for passports, die 
Foreign Ministry predicted. Russians now must obtain an exit visa 
from the Interior Ministry before they can leave the country or 
even apply for an entry visa to another country. Tbe visas are 
good for one exit from Russia within a specific time period. Vasily 
Vinogradov, bead of the Russian Foreign Ministry’s consular 
section, was quoted Tuesday as saying tire exit visas will be 
dropped when a new law on travel and emigration comes into 
force on Jan. 1. “We do not expect the number of people going 
abroad to increase dramatically because today there are no 
particular difficulties for anybody wishing to do tins,” Mr. 
Vinogradov was quoted as telling Nezavirimaya Gazeta (the 
independent newspaper). 

Gorbachev declines to testify 

MOSCOW. (AP) — Mikhail Gorbachev asked Russia's constitu- 
tional court to excuse him from testifying in a trial on his 
disbanded Communist Party, saying it would worsen the country’s 
political situation. Mr. Gorbachev expressed bis objections in a 
letter responding to the court’s Sept. 21 order that be testify, the 
ITAR-TASS and Interfax News Agencies reported. The panel of 
13 judges has been weighing the legality of Russian President 
Boris Yeltsin’s ban cm the former rating party. The court had 
ordered Mr. Gorbachev and several other ex-communist leaders 
to testify. Mr. Gorbachev, who led the party from 1985 until 
resigning in August 1991, wrote that he respects the court and 
considers it an important democratic institution. However, be 
said that by appearing, be would become a pawn in a political 
struggle between two sides which, appare n tly, he disdaimt 
equally.

as soon as possible. 

“The international community 
must not tolerate that the slight- 
est doubt remain on such mon- 
stmous events. I believe an inter- 
national probe to check these 
accounts must be carried out at 
tire earliest opportunity,” be said 
in a letter to U.N. chief Boutros 
Ghali and British Foreign Secret- 
ary Douglas Hurd, whose country 
bolds the rotating EC presidency.

BERLIN (R) — German aeros- 
pace officials will mark the 50th 
anniversary of Hitler’s V2 rocket 
later this week despite the Bonn 
government’s withdrawal of 
sponsorship for the ceremony in 
reaction to outrage in Britain. 

Industry representatives will go 
ahead with an unofficial com- 
memoration including speeches, 
readings, newsreel films and 
panel discussions, a spokesman at 
the former V2 launch site on die 
Baltic island of Usedom said 
Tuesday. 

Peter profe, head of the V2’s 
Memorial Centre in the village of 
Peenemucnde, said Nazi Ger- 
many’s use of tbe rocket as a 
weapon of terror against Britain 
late in World War II would be 
addressed in the commemora- 
tion. 

He tokl Reuters that cr i tici sm 
of the V2 anniversary rites in 
Germany following angry pro- 
tests in Britain was “a huge mis- 
understanding.”

Miyazawa

TOKYO (R) — Japanese Prime 
Minister Kuchi Miyazawa was on 
tire edge of a political minefield 
Tuesday after opposition de- 
mands that his chief patron, 
spared trial even though be broke 
the law, testify in parliament. 

Mr. Miyazawa has escaped 
direct taint in the latest of 
Japan’s scandals but could be 
weakened by the lenient treat- 
ment awarded Shin Kanemani, 
Japan’s most powerful politician, 
who has admitted violating a poli- 
tical fends law. 

"Miyazawa is going to have a 
rough time getting through the 
upcoming session of parliament 
because of scandal develop- 
ments,” said political scientist 
Moribo Hrroka of Qmo Uni- 
versity. 

“He hasn’t tbe power to turn 
his back on Kanemaru, his main 
backer, but because of growing 
public anger he can’t be seen 
protecting him from a parliamen- 
tary summons either.” 

Opposition parties joined busi- 
ness leaders, the press and ordin- 
ary citizens in slamming a deci- 
sion by senior prosecutors Mon- 
day to spare Mr. Kanemaru the 
embarrassment of trial after he 
pleaded guilty in writing to taking 
500 rnilhon yen ($4 million) in 
illegal contributions from a 
gangster-linked firm. 

On Tuesday a Tokyo court 
Ordered the 78-year-old Kane- 
mam to pay a fine of just 200,000 
yen ($1,600), dosing the books 
on the political side of tbe inves- 
tigation into tiie Sagawa Kyubtn 
trucking firm. :

Hiescu, neo-Communists consolidate lead 


BUCHAREST (R) — President 
Ion Hiescu of Romania and his 
neo-Communist backers consoli- 
dated their lead over centrist 
opponents, latest results in the 
Romanian election showed 
Tuesday. 

With 75 per cent of returns 
announced, Mr. Diescu had 48.2 
per cent of die presidential vote 
compared to 30.5 per cent for his 
nearest rival, Emil Constan- 
tinescu of the Democratic Con- 
vention (DC), an opposition 
alliance or 18 groups. 

The Central Section Office 
said Mr. Diescu's Democratic 
National Salvation Front (DNSF) 
was leading tbe parliamentary 


contest with 28.1 per cent of the 
vote for the lower bouse and 28.9 
per cent for tbe Senate. 

The DC, in second place, had 
18.8 per cent in both houses. 

An analysis of .voting patterns 
by tbe Romanian Potting Insti- 
tute, IRSOP, showed that Mr. 
Diescu, a veteran Communist; 
had outpolled Mr. Constan- 
tinescu by nearly two to one in 
the countryside. 

In the big cities, the DC chal- 
lenger was about level with Mr. 
Hiesca > IRSOP 9 s breakdown said. 

The vote also split tbe country 
along the spine of the Carpathian 
Mountains: In Transylvania to 


tiie west, where large Hungarian 
and some German ethnic minor- 
ities live, Mr. Constantinescu bad 
around double Mr. Diescu's tally. 

In the south and to the east of 
the Carpathians, the figures were 
roughly reversed. 

A runoff ballot in fee presiden- 
tial race is to be held on Oct. 11.

Angolans hope lor peace on election day Perot gives SUppOlterS Until TIlllFSClay t6 Send Signal 


LUANDA (R) — Voters who queued before dawn cast ballots in 
Angola Tuesday in elections they hope will bring peace to a 
country devastated by three decades of war. “We’re sick of 
bloodshed. May this be the start of a new era for Angola,” said 
Magdalena Gaspar, a 38-year-old domestic servant waiting to 
vote in a garbage-strewn Luanda slum. Tbe election, the first 
multi-party polls in the oil-rich country since independence from 
Portugal in 1975, pits Jonas Savimbi against incumbent President 
Jose Eduardo Dos Santos. Tbe two longtime civil war foes agreed 
a superpower-endorsed peace pact in May 1991 and are the 
leading contenders for the presidency after a frequently violent 
compaign feat left at least 40 dead. State-run Radio Angola 
reported no incidents as polls opened across the vast southwest 
African country. Police and 800 international observers were 
scattered across the 5,800 polling stations where 4.8 milli on 
people will vote. Diplomats expected a dose fight between the 
formerly Marxist Dos Santos, whose MPLA (Popular Movement 
for the Liberation of Angola) has ruled since 1975, and the 
charismatic UNITA leader Savimbi. Their support lies in tbe 
dries and countryside respectively. 

Philippine town bids U.S. Navy farewell 

SUBIC BAY, Philippines (R) — Thousands of Filipinos, led by a 
horseback-riding mayor, marched to the Subic Bay Naval Base 
Tuesday in a symbolic farewell to tbe last American forces in tbe 
Philippines. The formal goodbye win be said by officials from 
both countries Wednesday when the United States hands over to 
the Philippines its biggest military installation overseas. Even 
then more than 1,200 servioemen mil remain at the nearby Cubi 
Point Air Station until Nov. 24, when nearly a century of 
American military presence in its former colony will filially end. 
Bar girls, hawkers and former base workers led by Olongapo 
Mayor Richard Gordon, marched to the main gate of Subic and 
pledged to convert it into a booming industrial centre. “We’re 
ready to take over the base,” said Mr. Gordon, wearing a cowboy 
bat and sitting atop a frisky chestnut bone. Gordon said the 
looting that wrecked nearby Clark Air Base when the Philippines 
took control last year would not be allowed to happen at Subic, 
until now a major XJ-S. Navy slop repair yard for its powerful 
Seventh Fleet. 


DALLAS (AP) — Ross Perot 
gave supporters of his on-again, 
off-again presidential campaign 
until Thursday to tell him 
whether be should launch an “all 
out,” last-minute drive for the 
White House. 

Despite unprecedented tncet- 

tives of PrKident^Sra^ 5 ^^ 
and B31 Clinton, many coordina- 
tors of Mr. Perot’s state petition 
drives said they still wanted their 
man to re-enter the* race he aban- 
doned in July. 

“He should get back m the 
race,” said James Boutelle, the 
Connecticut leader. “He’s a 
posatve force.” 

The Bush and Clinton delega- 
tions tried to sell the Perot faith- 
ful on their proposals to fix the 
economy in tbe hopes that tbe 
Dallas billionaire would stay out 
of the race and his supporters 
would vote Republican or Demo- 
cratic. 

Mr. Perot has complained that 
Mr. Bush and Mr. Clinton have 
failed to address the nation’s mas- 
sive budget deficit and threatened 
to rejoin the presidential battle if 
Iris s up p or t e rs weren’t satisfied- 
after fee Dallas meetings. 

After listening to fee Bush and 
Clinton envoys, Mr. Perot said 
there was a “lot of commonality” 
between his ideas and Mr. Clin- 
ton's and a "great deal of over- 
lap” between his programme 
and Mr. Bush’s. 

Asked whether he p re ferr ed 
Mr. Bush’s or Mr. Ora ton’s prog- 
ramme more, Mr. Perot said, “it 


wouldn’t be appropriate for me to 
say.” 

Bush campaign Chairman 
Robert Teeter said be, for one, 
saw a lot of differences between 
fee Bush and Clinton plans, “ft is 
incredulous to say that Governor 
Gmton’s programmes axe closer 
to this group than ours are,” Mr. 
Teeter said. 

As for the Clinton camp, 
“there are differences and we 
discussed them in frank terms 
But overall I think both sides 
come away realizing we have tar 
more in common than d iffer e nt ," 
.Clinton economics adviser Gene 
Sperling said. 

While both campaigns said 
they were concerned about the 
deficit, neither was prepared to 
endorse die politically risky steps 
Mr. Perot has advocated, such as 
tax increases on gasoline and on 
social security benefits for re- 
tirees making more than 25,000 a 
year. 

While all die participants said, 
the dosed-door meetings were 
cordial, it was dear few minds 
were changed.

‘Cockroach Dundee’ 
takes on Japanese 
Big bugs 

TOKYO (R) — An Australian 
inventor nicknamed ‘cockroach 
Dundee’ launched a campaign 
to sell his environment-friendly 
roach trap in Japan. Greg Jef- 
freys from Brisbane told a news 
conference the device used no 
harmful chemicals but lured 
cockroaches with a bait tablet 
and then fried them to death 
with 6,000 volts of electricity. 
“We found that controlling 
cockroaches with chemicals is 
very inefficient because cocfc- 
roadies are vety dever and able 
to become immune to poisonous 
chemicals vety easily,” Mr. Jef- 
freys said. His cockroach zapper 
won him Australia's 1991 Inven- 
tor of fee Year Award. Sales at 
home have already topped 
10,000. To demonstrate his 
brainchild to the Japanese, Jef- 
freys persuaded two roaches to 
enter a trap. Moments later, 
there was a little buzzing sound 
and tbe insects were dead. To 
show bow harmless the bait is, 
Mr. Jeffreys popped a tablet into 
his mouth and insisted it tasted 
good. He said fee momentary 
electric charge used, weaker 
than the static discharged by 
woolen sweaters, was quite safe 
for humans. A spokesman for 
Japanese agent Misuzu Corp 
said the cockroach zapper would 
initially be sold in Japan for 

23.000 yen ($190) to such places 
a& I( restaurant$ and pet shops 
wneire use of insecticide would ^ 
be harmful. 

France okays sale 
of anti-migraine 
medicine 

PARIS (AP) — France has 
joined a small group of countries 
authorizing the commercial sale 
of a medicine considered effec- 
tive against migraine headaches, 
officials announced. The medi- 
cine, Sumatriptan, will be sold 
on a prescription-only basis mid 
will be accompanied by a self- 
injector. Glaxo, the medicine's 
manufacturer, said it can be 
purchased iu Canada, South 
Africa, Australia, New Zealand, 
Singapore, Hong Kong, Britain, 
Italy, Portugal, Greece, the 
Netherlands, Denmark, Sweden 
and Luxembourg, hut not in the 
United States.

MIAMI (R) — Josephine and 
Jimmy, a pair of African lowland 
gorillas, slipped out of an un- 
locked cage and attacked a 
zookeeper at Miami’s Metro 
Zoo, officials said. Tbe two 
escaped when a keeper forgot to 
securely lock their cage, said zoo 
Director Ron Magitt. Jiuny, a 26- 
year-old silverback gorilla who 
weighs about 400 pounds (181 kg), 
apparently ■ became frightened 
and bit zookeeper Kurt Man- 
neben on his left leg and on each 
hand. He and his mate, 
Josephine, were rounded up in 
less than an hour and returned to 
a cage. “Jimmy is very protec- 
tive of fee area and since tbe 
female got out wife him, he 
wanted to protect her too,” Mr.
